while he was ſpeaking or making his Conteſſion to the People, declaring, that he 
was Guilty of the Conſpiracy, as to the knowledg thereot,and that he was drawn 
into the ſaid Conſpiracy by People that promiſed him great things, but that now 
be plainly perceived there was no Faith in Man, as to the matrer of the Afſaſ- 
fnation, he confeſſed ro have knowledge of it, and-that he had. been Incited 
thereto by Evil-affeted Perſons, whom he delired God to forgive, Praying that 
his and his Fellows preſent, might be the laſt Blood that might be (hed upen 
the occaſion of the Conſpiracy he confelled he had been at divers Conlulrs, and 
that once and no more to his remembrance , he had been in the Company of 
two Lords, naming diveys of the Perſons fled upon the Dilcovery of the Plot, 
and Conſpiracy, ſaying, they had drawn him unexpectedly into the wiſchief, he 
having not long before arrived 1n England, and that too late, he was conicious 
of his too much credulity, which had brought him to his deferved though ſhame- 
ful gad unexpected End, deliring of God- ro proſper, and preſerverthe King or 
to this puipole, he alſo ſaid, that when the Conl{pracy was diſcovered, he was

Fohn Rouſe began to make his Confeſſion, when having deſired God to f.r- 
ive him his Sins, he confeſſed that he had been at divers Conlults, and tat 
Fe was to have Atted, but as to each particular he was Ignorant. but th. 
had been privy to many Treaſonable. Diſcourſes, tending to an Inturrectiun 
the like, deliring God to forgive him his many Sins, which he faid h»4 be: 
multiplied, but that he was above all forrowtul for offending againſt ſuch ; +a: 
Light, ſaying, the eryes of a Wite and Children, were the cheteſt Inſtigar | 
to make him Ingage in the Wicked Delign of which he heartily repented. : 
for which he had juſtly deſesved to dye, declaring, hat he had teen drawn it. 
to it by the Earl of Shaftesbury and others, who were now fled, and that b« 
did not when firſt he entered into it, think the defign had any ways tended 
the touching the Life of His Majeſty, or that the Conipiracy would have «r- 
rived to the heigth it ar laſt did, and continued to expreis his ſorrow and Ke- 
pentance for his being ſo long concious of fo Notoricus a Wickednefs, and nut 
revealing it, which he attributed to rhe fear of his own Satery, by reaſon le 
had for ſome time paſt, been under Evil Circumſtances, and been rendered «.b- 
noxious to many Perſons of known Loyalty, and in Fine he confeſſed mott of 
the Charge Evidenced againft him, at his Tryal in the Old Bayly on the 13 1n- 
ſtant, grievoully complaining againſt thole that had drawn him into the Mi(- 
chicvous Conſpiracy, begging torgivenets of ail hz had offended in thought 
or. decd, defjring God to continue the Kings Lite and long Reign, &c, 
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tone Tpoke little as to particulars, but in all general confeſſed-that he was 
Guilty ot the Conlpiracy, and was to: have been one of the number that was 
to have Aſſaſlinated the King in his retura from New-Market, and that Good. 
enough and others had by many perſwaſions prevailed with him; to undertake 
whar he did, he likewiſe confetled he had told Mr. »efft, he had ſpoke with 
Goodenou2h, and related to him the meaſures that he was to rake, jaying,that 
he. had agreed to be one in the Aſſathnation with divers other Circumſtances 
© of which theſe are the muſt material, tho indeed his Dilcourle was bur ſhort in 
reſpe& to the two former. 


The Confeffions thus made or as near as could be taken, thus or to this ef. 
fe the Miniſters Prayed with them, and (ung a Pſalm after which, they ſe- 
verally deſired to ſay a Prayer of themſelves, which was granted, Captain wal- 
cot beginning firſt, who prayed fervently, as being rhroughly fenſibly of his 
Offence, detiring' the Prayers of all good Men, next Hone made a Prayer, and 
afterwards Rowſe : Each of them ſeducing greatly to bewail the greatneſs of their 
Offences, asking forgiveneſs, eſpecially of His Majeſty, againſt' whom they had 
ſo highly Offended, when being asked what further they bad to ſay, they ot: 
ly delired, that God would forgive them, and that all: People would take Ex- 
ample by them, and not be Inticed or perſwaded to enterprize ſo great a wick- 
edne(s as had brought them to ruine, though as they hoped God would ac- 
cept of their late Repentance, and thoſe that heard them, ' and beheld their 
untimely end would take warning- thereby , and avoid re, like Tenyprs-
